‘“T have no doubt that Mr. Goldman 
would be very glad to tender his serv- 
ices, because he, no doubt, is shrewd 
enough to realize that the probabilities 
are that it would act as an advertise- 
ment for his benefit.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., May 2—-The con- 
dition of former President Grover Cleve- 
land is now admitted to be exceedingly 
grave. There is no official confirmation 
o: denial of the report that he is suffer- 
ing from cancer. 

“Mr. Cleveland is a very sick man; 
that’s all I can say,” was the statement 
made to the representative of the Post- 
Dispatch by Dr. sosepn D. Bryant of 
New York. 

When a card was sent to Mrs. Cleve- 
jand: this morning asking her the con- 
dition of her husband, it was returned 
bearing the words: 

“Nothing to say.” 

Dr. Bryant spent all last night at. the 
hotel, and is still there. 

Dr. Bryant has been the Cleveland 
family physician for many years. He 
would not affirm or deny the report 
that his distinguished patient was af- 
flicted with a cancerous growth in ‘the 
stomach. 

The secrecy with which Mr. Cleve- 
land’s actual condition is being guard- 
ed lends an air of mystery to his ‘ll- 
ness. No local physician has been 
called into © consultation. Whatever 
medicines he is taking are being brought 
from New York, with the apparent pur- 
pose of preventing any imforrnation 
from becoming public as to the nature 
of the remedies or the kind ef iliness 
the composition might indicate.

The least noise seems to disturb the 
former President, and a special watch- 
man has been stationed on the hotel 
grounds, who' warns all persons, and

An X-ray picture of the broken bones 
In his right leg won a lawsuit for Dr.

| were plainly seen and where they had 
-been fractured and, had’ knit together 
egain there Were two lumps, one on 
each bone, 

After the jurors tad seen the picture 
they retired and were out only 15 min- 
utes when they returned into court 
with a verdict for $5000. | 

Dr. Hochdoerfer had sued for $20,000. 
He alleged that, as he was alighting 
from a car near his home at 3410 Calt- 
fornia avenue, Rhe car gave a sudden 
jerk and he was thrown down. He al- 
leged that the fracture caused one leg 
to be shorter than the other. 

There was considerable discussion and 
expert testimony before the jury as toa 
why a broken limb was nearly always 
shorter than the other after the bones 
had knit together. a 

It was contended by Judge Zachritz 
and 8. S. Bass,. Dr. Hochdoerfer’s 
counsel, that the knitting together pro- 
cess caused a lump, and when the at- 
torneys on the other side undertook to 
cast some doubt on this Judge Zachritz 
brought forth the X-ray picture.

The proposed new conspiracy in restraint of 
trade contemplates the limitation of production, 
the creation of a big fund for purposes of admin- 
istration-and for the conservation of forests and 
—of course—the regulation of sales and the main- 
tenance of prices. In all of these respects save 
one the good new trust looks like and acts like 
any old bad trust:. The one exception is that it 
has enlisted in the movement for “the conserva- 
tion of the natural resources of the country.” 

If this great discovery had been made earlier 
what a lot of trouble would have been avoided! 
Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Armour and Mr. Baer have 


| not been oppressifig anybody. They have been 


“conserving” our gesgurces. If it had not been 
for their prudence, we would have consumed oil, 
beef and coal witha recklessness that would have 
bankrupted the cowntry. They have kept us also 
from the impairment of our eyesight, from the 
evils of gluttony and from the debilitating ef- 
fects of excessive heat. 

It makes all the difterence in the world how 
one looks at these matters. Organized to restrict 
production, to corner markets, to increase prices 
and to bully competitors, a trust is all bad. There 
is ‘no health in it. It is a flabby malefactor and 
it is undesirable. Its oldest son is a fool and its 
most beautiful daughter is a foreign princess. 
Created primarily to conserve the natural re- 
sources of the country, giving due attention to 
the skinning of consumers incidentally, it is good 
and the man who assails it is a socialist who is 
full of class consciousness and other intoxicants.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am positively an opponent to the international 
marriage. My opposition to the international mar- 
riage has no relation with either religions or races, 
but bases upon the importance of preserving the 
spirit of each nation. The spirit of a nation, “Bu- 
sido’’ in Japan, has not grown within a brief period;

matters. Contemplating the fact that a mother who 
was a foreigner by birth could never foster “Bu- 
sido” which had been born in the neart of her child, 
they positively tejected the matrimony with women 
of different race or nationality, leaving a precept 
for their posterity. We can.observe the same ex- 
ample with ancient Hindoos. During the past forty 
years, since the coronation of the present Mikado, 
many changes have been made in the customs -and 
manners in Japan, of which the matrimony with 
foreign women is the most striking one, it being the 
violation of the precept left by their forefathers. A 
number of the Japanese have already become the 
hnsbands of European or American women. I often

notice some loyal, patriotic and thoughtful subjects 


of Japan deeply lament upon such undesirable af- 
fairs, which may probably result in exterminating 
‘‘Busido” from the country. But it should be re- 
membered that such a modernist as to marry a 
foreign woman has never been found in any of re- 
spectable, loyal families. I wish to say that no in- 
ternational marriage should be carried out unless 
there is no more spousal match found In his or her 
native land.

tiom on the part of anybody that any- 
one was trying to cheat. Furthermore, 
the switch in weights affected the loser 
and had not the remotest bearing on 
the affair. 

Here in St. Louis, where Sullivan has 
many friends, the action of the referee 
in. declaring bets off caused consider- 
able embarrassment. However, most 
of the losers paid off regardless of the 
referee’s action, they being satisfied 
that if there was any “break’’ it had 
been in their faver instead of against 
them.

Though he has married a second time 
and his divorced wife has another hus- 
band, Claude D. Evans, charged with 
attempting to kidnap his 17-year-old 
daughter, Pearl, testified at his prelim- 
inary hearing in Madison that he has 
employed attorneys to bring about the 
annulment of the divorce so that he 
may regain possession of the child. 

If he wins the annulment suit there 
will be strange complications, as the 
subsequent marriages of both Evans 
and his former wife will be declared 
void and illegal. 

Evans would then have two wives and 
Carl Jones of Venice would have none. 

Held With Second Wife. 

Evans and his wife, Mollie, have been 
in Jail since Apri: 21, on a charge of 
trying to forcibly carry away Evans’ 
daughter, Pearl, f-om the Venice Pub- 
lic School. Pearl lives with her moth- 
er, Mrs. Carl Jones, who obtained a di- 
vorce from Evans in 1906, 

At their prelimifary hearing Thurs- 
day Evans and his wife were held for 
the grand jury, the husband's bond be- 
ing fixed at $500 and the wife's at $300. 

For attacking Miss Adeline Barnett, 
Pearl’s teacner, at the time the alleged 
attempt at kidnaping was made, Evans 
was fined $25 and he was fined the same 
amount for disturbing the peace of the 
school. 

Pearl testified against her father at 
the preliminary hearing. ‘‘He wanted 
me to go back to Oklahoma with him, 
but I wouldn't. And I wouldn’t kiss 
him, either,’’ she said. 

She told how her father and her step- 
mother drove to the school in a closed 
carriage and how her father picked her 
up and tried to carry her away after 
he had slipped a gold bracelet on her 
arm.
